a paradox to others. When we talk about home, we are not only talking about 
the walls we have been confined to since the pandemic — we are tapping into 
the idea of others as home, environment as home, home in the inanimate, art as 
home, and ultimately our own bodies as concepts of home. 

If home is the people and spaces we f eel saf ety, comfort, and community within; 
our ideas of this construct are currently under question. How are we maintaining 
these ideas of home through an uprising, not to mention a pandemic? We 
were all born into a white supremecist culture that is pervasively violent. 
How do we, as a community, and as individuáis, rip out the deep seeded racist 
oppressive roots of our nations? How are the sentiments shared in the streets 
held together through virtual spaces? What is bringing you back to yourself 
in these uncertain times? Are you adapting and evolving to new ideas of home? 
Have your ideas of home had to change at all? 

As an immigrant adjacent, queer, latinx, femme -1 have spent the last six years 
excavating the loss and finding of home through the multitude of identities 
that come together within me. HHP now invites the Prince George’s County 
Memorial Library System to join us in a dynamic and cooperative expedition 
into the other. We will investígate the realities, feelings, and doubts we have 
all been hanging onto since the commencement of our new normal at the 
intersection of care + rebellion. 

Your personal narrative is a powerf ul tool. We can dismantle the ‘other 5 when we 
trust ourselves with our own stories and are willing to take them into vulnerable 
spaces. Home in the Other is a collaborative book-making project using the 
médiums of photography, writing, drawing, collage, painting, performance 
pieces, anything really! Collaborators are asked to engage with their individual 
experience and parallel that with another 5 s 5 encounter. Through this intímate 
and investigative process, we delve deep into kinship and community. Together, 
we can further understand our current condition through this intersectional 
workshop.
